WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE FOLLOW-UP COMMITTEE REPORT - Two delegates to the White 
House Conference on Libraries and Information Services, Karen Everett and Arlo Skari, and 
Alma Jacobs, State Librarian, attended a meeting of the Ad Hoc Committee on Implementation 
of the \^ite House Conference Resolutions (or 114 Committee) September 15-17, 1980, in 
Minneapolis. Following are reports from the two delegates: 

KAREN EVERETT, WHCLIS DELEGATE FROM SHEPHERD 

The follow-up committee of the White House Conference on Libraries met in Minneapolis 
Sept. 15-17, 1980, to help implement the White House Conference resolutions and, at least, 
sustain interest in those resolutions in order to see them through to fulfillment. The 
follow-up committee, called the Ad Hoc Committee, consisted of one lay and one library- 
related person from each state, territory, and possession — 114 possible delegates with 90 
in attendance in Minneapolis. (The Governor's Conference and the \^ite House Conference 
consisted of 2/3 lay and 1/3 library-related delegates.) 

At Minneapolis we elected officers and representatives to an interim or steering commit- 
tee. That committee consists of a representative from each federal district — an attempt 
at regional distribution to carry on the work of the Ad Hoc Committee. 

During the meeting we also wrote implementation schemes for each of the White House Con- 
ference resolutions: assigning agents (who should do what) and deadlines or time limits 
to each resolution as well as deciding which resolutions needed more research and infor- 
mation before further action could be taken. 

As the meeting neared completion we were told that most library legislation in the Con- 
gress (if not all) at that time — new acts or proposals as well as revisions of Old ones 
— would all "die" at the close of the session and must be resubmitted in the new session 
after the election. Eileen Cooke, director, ALA Washington Office, spoke to us and gave 
us a list of bills her office was monitoring in Congress. She seems very much in control 
and very efficient. It was refreshing to hear from someone who knew what was going on 
in the Congress! 

At the meeting we were also introduced to the new executive director of the National 
Commission on Libraries and Information Services, Dr. Toni Bearman. She seemed person- 
able and interested and even ate dinner with our Montana group one eveningi 

As far as the future of library legislation and the White House Conference resolutions 
is concerned, things seemed clouded. We must now wait until the new Congress convenes 
before we can launch any concerted lobbying effort. Lingering regional bickering and 
the old "lay" vs. "professional" library antagonisms continue, as well as a mutual 
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suspicion between the N'ational Connission and the White House Conference part icip^mts . 
In this respect, the follow-up meeting depressed ne after the hard-working, up-beat 
Uliite Mouse Conterence. But the need now is to put all that in-lighting, awav because 
the task of enacting and funding any major library acts in the tuture is momentous. The 
country's librarians can't do it without the help of the lay people; the National Corr»is- 
sion can't do it without the White House Conference participants. Lay people, librar- 
ians, till national »;roups nust coi-proraise and work together to make any future library 
dreams a rea 1 i ty .

of funding. Improvement of libraries by other means such as more community involvement; 
review of priorities; selling the library concept to more people, etc. was left up to 
the individual libraries and their helpers. 

C0M?4UNITY ARTS BOOKSHELF PROJECT - During October the Montana Arts Council deposit- 
ed a collection of arts resource titles with 18 local public libraries and the Montana 
State Library in Helena. Titled "Community Arts Bookshelf" the books cover a wide variety 
of topics which will be useful to individual artists, cultural organizations and inter- 
ested citizens. This effort to provide locally available resources and technical infor- 
mation on community arts development is supported through a grant from the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, with the cooperative efforts of the Montana Arts Council and Montana 
State Library. 

Topics addressed in the collection include folklife, arts in education, arts organization 
administration, uses of graphics, working with the media, long range planning, fund rais- 
ing, grantwriting and others. 

The books and pamphlets have been distributed to public libraries in Billings, Bozeman, 
Butte, Chester, Dillon, Forsyth, Glasgow, Glendive, Great Falls, Hardin, Havre, Helena, 
Kalispell, Lewistown, Libby, Miles City, Missoula and Sidney.

DR. SEUSS DAY - Dorita Lindahl, family editor. Ribbing Daily Tribune, Hibbing, Minne- 
sota, was successful in early 1980 in persuading Gov. Jerry Brown of California and Gov. 
Albert Quie of Minnesota to proclaim March 2, 1980, Theodore Seuss Giesel's 76th birthday, 
as Dr. Seuss Day. 

She seeks to have declared March 1-7, 1981, as Dr. Seuss Week and March 2, 1981, Dr. Seuss 
Day. Libraries around the country would have birthday cards available for their young 
patrons to sign. These would be mailed to Dr. Seuss on his birthday. 
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SPOTLIGHT O:; ' DILLON CITY LIBRARY - A granddaughter of iinrrlec Becchor Stove, 
Mrs. Sidney Hooker, was the first librarian at Dillon City Library. In 1888, the Reverend 
and Mrs. Hooker organized a book club. In 1890 a citizens* neeting was held and a library 
association was formed to plan housing a library. The Masonic Lodge donated a room for 
the first library and the citizens of Dillon donated their time and money to its develop- 
ment. Mrs. Hooker directed theatrical performances to help raise funds for the free li- 
brary. The library was ^ved to a grocery store, then to a bank and then to the Fpisco- 
pal Church Parish House. VThile the library was housed in the Parish House, Rev. Hooker 
circulated a petition requesting the City Council to assess citv property one nlll for 
the operation of the library. The proposition was fivorably passed at an election in 
April 1891, and the first rrenbers ol the hoard ot trustees were named by the Mavor. 

By 1901 the collection had outgrown its quarters at the Parish House. The chairman of 
the board of trustees. Rev. Henry Cope, asked the Andrew Carnegie Endou-ment Fund for 
$7,500 to build a new library. It was oonpleted In Deceirber, 1902. The building, now 
on the national re^^ister of historic pi. ices, has a rtedieval, cluirch-like appearance. The 
building has undergone necessary nainten-ince and Irprovenent s , but is unaltered from its 
original appearance. 

Special collections have been developed over the vcMrs, such as a collection of Sliake- 
speare^s plays and poetry. Thw interest f ro^ a mt«w>rial I und is used for the purcliase 
of books. 

The Dillon City Llhrarv^s collection contains n.'*70 titles. Chairman of the board of 
trustees is Mrs. Carl Davis. Librarian Is loan J^cDouv-al.

Natural 
Resources and Conservation, reports that he. ivy tise is bi»ing made, at tiie local library 
level, ot the Water Reso urc_e Sur veys, published bv the State FnrJnei^rs Oft ice. 

She reports that patrons are using the docunents In their et forts to prove wati*r rights* 
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claims under the provisions of 85-2-221, MCA. 

These documents are being circulated at the local level, and in many cases, are not re- 
turned to the library or returned with missing pages, especially map pages. 

These documents are out of print and there are only a handful of complete sets for all 
Montana counties. Mrs. Sullivan suggests that in order to meet the needs of all local li- 
brary patrons, Water Resource Surveys be treated as reference material to be used in the 
library only. Montana State Library's collection of these documents is currently being 
cataloged as reference material.

Tho FHWA has rocontly issued a directive which requires more detailed studies of 
possible business relocations and necessitates a chanae in our policy reqardino 
preparation of the Relocation Conceptual Study. It is felt that additional 
planning and assistance is needed to protect businesses, particularly those 
operating under marginal conditions where disruptions in clientele and cash 
flows are cri tical . 

The Relocation Conceptual Study will he nade at the earliest possible time, and 
in any event, no later than necessary to coincide with the environmental impact 
studies. The Relocation Agent n-iking tho study will contact all businesses 
which ray be affected on all reasonable alternates under consideration and 
advise then of the possibility they will be required to relocate. At this time 
he will detennine the nature of the business and its particular needs, con- 
sidering clientele, location, environnent, transportation needs, zoning, availa- 
bility of relocation sites, etc., and assess the impacts of its relocation, both 
as to the business and its clientele. He will explore and advise all businesses 
of possible sources of funding or other resources such as tax abatOTents and tax 
incentives which (nay he available to then. These may include Oepartment of 
Housing and Urban Development, Economic Developn%?nt Adni nistration, Farmers Home 
Administration, Small business Administration, as well as other State and local 
entities. He will also discuss with the business owners and/or managers the 
relocation benefits to insure that they are made fully aware of all benefits to 
which they c^re entitled if required to relocate. 

The facts and results of consultations with the businesses and advisory services 
provided must be documented in the Conceptual Study Report. 

The Relocation Agent should be continually available to provide any relocation 
advisory services indicated. 

It is not intended that individuals and families will be contacted during the 
conceptual stage. The required information may usually be obtained by visual 
inspection of the area and from available secondary or community sources. 
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
